Made Many Friends Among 


Spanish Diplomats. 


BATHER OVERPLAYED HIS CARDS. 


Spain Was Slow to Understand tbe United 


States Were In Earnest — Thought It » 
Game of Bluff—Destruction of the Maine 
Brought Matters to • Focns. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—[Special. ]—In 


diplomatic circles here I bear a jood deal 
of gossip to the effect that the one trouble 
with General Woodford, onr minister to 
Madrid, has been an excessive amiability. 
General Woodford was chosen by President 
McKinley as hla envoy to Madrid largely 
on account, of his charming manners, his 
ability to win friendships, his softness of 
speech. It was thought.be, better than any 
one else, could carry out tbe president's 
policy of impressing upon the Spanish 
leaders the desire of ftio United States to 
have a peaceful solution of the Cuban 
problem. So far as this part of the pro- 
gramme waa concerned, It is said General 
Woodford was a groat success. He did win 
tbo friendship of tbe Spanish. They liked 
him very much and regarded him as their 
good and great friend. 


The difficulty waa that when it came 


time to change taotlos and convince them 
they hod to do so and-so In order to avert 
war, or at least intervention on tho part of 
the United States, General Woodford found 
ho bod done only too well tbo earlier part 
of his work. It was impossible to convince 
tbo Spanish statesman that war could come 
out ot a country represented by so mild 
mannered a man as tbe American envoy 
and one who bad constantly whispered 
into tholr oars suob warm find winning 
words of lovo. When, under direction of 
tho president, General Woodford endeavor- 
ed to change his tactics and Impress upon 
tho Spaniards tho imperative necessity of 
making groat sacrifices in Cuba, tho lead- 
era ofc Madrid simply winked tho other eye 
arid said to themselves that tho American 
government waa evidently playing a little 
fame of political bluff.

of tbo Wish of tho president to preserve 
tho ponco, 'no matter what olso happened, 
had much to do with this tardy apprecia- 
tion of tho gravity of the situation at Ma- 
drid. In other words. General \Vaotlfurd 
rather overplayed his first cards. His pur- i 
pose was, of COUHO, to convince tho Span- 
ish of the friendship of the American gov- 
ernment, and virtually to induce thorn to 
look upon the affair In somo such light ua 
this: 


"We are in trouble with our colony of 


Cubn. The president of tho United States 
is our friend. Ho is trying to enforce all 
the lows of neutrality. If left to himself, 
he would not make any trouble for us 
about Cuba, because ho understands our 
difficulty. But he has behind him a coun- 
try which is sympathetic with the Cubans. 
Public opinion in his country is forcing 
him toward some sort of action. It is 
against his will, so our good friend, Gen- 
oral Woodford tolls us, and wo believe 
him. General Woodford also tells us that 
if we trust the settlement of this trouble 
to tho president through negotiation, it 
will be much better for us than if vveforco 
the president to turn it all over to tho 
congress, for congress will try to settle it 
In a harsh and disagreeable way. There- 
fore, since the president and his minister 
have shown themselves so friendly and 
considerate, perhaps this is the best thing 
we can do." 


. Wily Spanish Diplomats. 


This was the president's plan. Ho hoped 


to convince tho Spanish loaders it was to 
their interest to trust him rather than 
force congress to mako war. It was a good 
scheme If it would only work. Tho trou- 
ble was that the wily Spaniards saw 
through the whole thing at tho outset. 
they said to themselves that if that was 
Mr. MoKlnley's game they could play it 
as well as ho could. So they started out 
deliberately and skillfully to make game of 
the president and his envoy. In such work 
as this the Spanish diplomats are very 
adroit. They began at once to fill General 
Woodford's mind with hope of tbe great 
concessions they were going to mako after 
awhile. They led him to believe that if 
tbe president of tbe United States persist- 
ed long enough in his policy It would end 
in success— that ia to say, Spain would 
ultimately find tbe way to yield everything 
demanded without war, thus giving th3 
MoKlnley administration the groat pres- 
tige of having effected a revolution bj 
peaceful means. This would be a diplo- 
matic triumph of no mean order. 


The Crisis Precipitated. 


Among the devices adopted by the Span- 


iards was to appeal to the generosity of 
America. They did this in characteristic 
fashion. Tbe queen regent sent for Gen- 
eral Woodford and gave him a private au- 
dience In the palace. She laid before him 
all the difficulties of her kingdom. She 
spoke of the revolt of tho colonies, of the 
financial troubles, of the discontent among 
her people, of the bitterness of party poli- 
tics, of her great desire to preserve the 
throne of Spain for her BOD and ended by 
throwing herself upon the mercy of the 
United States. She said : 


"You aro a great people. You arc 70,- 


600,000 strong. You have wealth and ev- 
erything. Surely you will not impose hard 
conditions upon my poor country in this 
hour of our trial. You will be generous to 
us and treat us as a friend in n&ed rather 
than as a victim." 


All this and much more did the queen 


regent say. Members of tbe diplomatic 
corps tell me it produced a great impres- 
sion upon General Woodford. Gallant man 
tlmi lie is, he felt his heart going out to 
the queen in her troubles. Ho promised to 
do his best to avert hostilities between her 
country and his. 


This Is the way the wily Spaniards play- 


ed upon the .sympathy and sense of fair 
play and justice of the American envoy 
and his government. Their purpose was 
to secure time, to stay tho hand of the 
United States, to avert the threatened in- 
tervention. If the battleship Maine had 
not been destroyed in Havana harbor by 
some miscreants — probably Weyleriters 
who wished by that moons to put an end 
to the mild policy of the Sagasta ministry 
and the queen regent — the game would 
doubtless be still in progress.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE IMPENDING 


ANNOUNCEMENT OF MR. DEPEW. 


As Chairman of the executive Boards He 


Will Do a Good Bit Of Traveling—How 
John H. Starin, tbe Millionaire Steam- 
boat Man, Got Started In life. 


NEW YORK, April 16. — [Special.] — 


Some curiosity has boon expressed In cer- 
tain quarters concerning the status of Mr. 
Depew with regard to the Vanderbilt rail- 
road systems after tho beginning of tho 
now regime under which ho is to bo chair- 
man of the executive boards and Mr. Cal- 
laway of tho Lake Shore is to bo president 
of the New York Central. At tho same 
tirao it has been surmised here and there 
that Mr. Dopew's future duties, though 
nominally of higher grade, would really 
be of loss importance than heretofore. 


In fact, the contrary is understood to be 


true at tho Grand Central station, the head 
center of tho Vanderbilt interests, and by 
railroad men generally with whom I have 
talked. Mr. Depow will continue to bo 
exactly what ho has been for many jwors— 
nest man to tho Vandorbilts themselves. 


A Unifying: Force. 


At tho same time Mr. Depew will have 


ns little us possible to do with tho detail 
of running any of tho railroads embraced 
in tho Vanderbilfc system. Tho larger af- 
fairs of each of these lines east of tho Mis- 
souri river, with two exceptions—the Now 
York, Now Haven and Hartford and tho 
Boston and Albany—aro managed by an 
"executive board," composed of the presi- 
dent and all tho higher oflioials. While the 
! .• .lent looks after the "running of the 
i 
' its relations with other linos, es- 


j LI .!>• those under Vanderbilt control, 
an«l certain other matters of administra- 
tion aro considered once a month and 
sometimes ofteuer by meetings of this 
body. It will bo Mr. Depew's duty to pro- 
side at theso meetings and to act as a sort 
of balance wlieol all round. The officials 
of the Lake Shore may know exactly what 
to do to bring tho net earnings of that 
particular lino to the highest point and be 
entirely able to do it without any ouifride 
help, but it is conceivable that circum- 
stances mighi arise wherein what would 
bo the very best course imaginable for the 
Lake Shore would be directly against tbo 
interests of tho Michigan Central and that 
through its operations there would be a 
foiling off in the not earnings of the com- 
bined Vanderbilt systems. 


Under the new regime, as I understand 


tbe situation, it will bo Mr. Depew's chief 
duty to watch out against clashing pol- 
icies and as chairman of each executive 
board to prevent any action not in accord 
with the best interests of all tho roads. In 
other words, be is to be the unifying force- 
of tho whole outfit. As the executive 
board meetings must necessarily be held 
in each case at the road's headquarters, 
Mr. Depow will in future be much away 
from New York, perhaps a third of tbo 
time, but this, he has said to his friends, 
will be rather to bis liking than otherwise. 
His prospective position as a manager of 
railroad presidents, standing between 
them and their employers, is undoubtedly 
unique, but his duties will by no means 
be easy of performance even to so skilled 
a manager of men as Depew. 


How Starin Started In Life. 


Speaking of New York Central affairs 


reminds me that it is generally supposed 
that John H. Starin, the steamboat man, 
who offers to transport United States 
troops free anywhere In and about tho 
harbor of Mew York, got his first start 
bringing goods down the Hudson for old 
Commodore Vanderbilt when the Hudson 
river division of the Central road was tied 
up by a strike seine years ago. 


In one sense this is true. That strike 


offered Mr. Starin the first big opportu- 
nity of his life, and ho took it instantly, to 
bis own great profit, fiut ho had learned 
the secret of success before that time, ac- 
cording to a man who has known him al- 
most from boyhood days, and this is how 
it was: 


When only a youth, Starin was em- 


ployed to solicit freight for river steamer^ 
presumably at Albany. This occupation 
netted but slight financial rewards, how- 
ever, and he left it to engage in the man- 
ufacture of a certain remedy for horses. 
As his capital was small be went about 
this business in a very modest way, expend- 
ing nothing on advertising and doing 
ranch of the work of putting up the rem- 
edy with his own hands. It was an hon- 
est.remedy, honestly put up, and so, even 
without advertising, it gradually secured 
a certain vogue among farmers and horse- 
men who dwelt in the vicinity of the Starin 
home, and its sale furnished 
sufficient 


profits for the support of the Starin house- 
hold. Bnt that was about all, since the 
family was a big one, and at that time 
growing bigger every year or two. 
And 


sometimes, according to Mr. Starln's 
friend, the income was so small as to 
worry the head of the family not a little. 


It was at such a time ns this that Starin 


went to bed one night, not to sleep, but to 
think and to plan bow to increase tho sales 
of the remedy and the family income, and 
all night long the remedy worker wrestled 
with tho problem. In tho morning he be- 
lieved he bad arrived at the correct solu- 
tion and it is hardly necessary to say that 
it was comprised In the one three syllabled 
word "advertise." 


He learned to Advertise. 


Before tbe day was over he bad begun 


oparations along the new line, though ho 
did not enter upon this course without tbe 
strongest misgivings, sinco it takes money 
to ' advertise, and monef was frightfully 
scarce with him just then. Of course bis 
first move was to put a "one square ad." 
in the county paper; next he had some 
bills printed and next, having exhausted 
all his ready cash by these moves, he put 
up the bills himself, with the help of his 
boys. As ho didn't want his neighbors to 
know how poor he was, ho did this work 
o' nights, and before the week was over 
there wasn't a public horse shed within 
miles of his homo that wasn't plastered 
with bis bills. Then he waited for an in- 
creaso of business. It was "quite somo 
time," as his friend told me yesterday, be- 
fore tho Increase arrived, but whon it 
came It was so large that he bad to borrow 
money to buy materials. 


After that his profits were well worth 


while, and it was on tbe cash accumulated 
by selling horse medicine that he braced 
up and took the contract to carry freight) 
'down the Hudson for Commodore Vander- 
bilt. 


Mr. Starin is today one of the rich men 


of this town and at the same time one of 
the most unostontatlous. A largo part of 
his summer income every y«>ar is derived 
from Glen island, a day resort at the en- 
trance of the sound, right handy to New 
York. A summer war would play tbo 
mischief with this part of his Income.

ence without delay, and in a few minutes 
my business was satisfactorily performed. 


"•When I was in Berlin, I had occasion 


to see a captain of police. Not speaking 
German, I was obliged to employ an in- 
terpreter. We proceeded to tho police sta- 
tion together, but we had not got within 
100 yards of it before my assistant began 
co get nervous. When vre reached the sta- 
tion steps, ho was fnirly trembling in his 
shoes, and by tbe time we got inside ho 
seemed almost ready to drop.' He took off 
his bat and began bowing tu tlio uuur.

that part of the earth 
He began his 


reign in the lowest state of savagery; 
when he died in 1820 he had advanced 
his people far beyond the borders of civi- 
lization—pcihaps the most wonderful case 
on record of rapid development during a 
half-century. 


The Chinese were first to discover the 


value of the islands as a trading post, and 
the sandal-\vood of Hawaii—the trees 
growing to a height of sixty feet and 
more, but now gone forever—was the key 
that unlocked the doors of the world for 
her. From a single cargo of this wood 


planation of Hawaii's own " weather! 
director," just north of this region thef 
atmosphere is continually being piled up,J 
added to by ceaseless overhead currents! 
fiom the southwest, which are there\ 
checked by the temperate zone currents. '

tically the ruling class. 
Their aims and 


opinions shape the politics, commerce, 
and intellectual and moral movements of 
the people 
The 40,000 Hawafians yield 


to their leading. So do the other 18.000 
[whites, two-thirds of whom arc the unlet- 
ftered Portuguese. 
The 35.000 Asiatics re- 


•sist assimilation, and count for little in 
Jpublic influence and activity, standing 


liiite apart, socially and politically. Br"- 
lish and German residents give way to 
(American tendencies more or less unvvill- 
jingly but they give way."

(two ministers are American born. A ma- 
jority of the heads of bureaus are Ameri- 
cans. The same is true of two-thirds of 
the Advisory Council, and of the recent- 
ly elected Legislature. 
Two-thirds of the 


Supreme and Circuit Judges are Ameri- 
cans. The constitution and the laws are 
largely patterned after those of the United 
States. The majority of the lawyers in 
the upper courts are Americans.

Recently the 
Queen Dowager lias deeded in lee sun- 
pie to her nephews, Princes David and 
Cupid Kawanahoa, all her property, both 
real and persoi al. 
The malty transfer 


was one ol the largest ever recorded in 
Hawaii. The exact value of Kapiolam's 
estate is unknown. The Queen Dowager 
receives no consideration. In the transfer 
it was stipulated that the Princes will pay 
all outstanding debts against then aunt, 
including a mortgage on the property. 
She is also to receive the sum of $1,000 a 
month during the remaining years ot her 
life. 


Kapiolani made the transfer for two 


reasons. 
One is that her nephews, who 


were made Princes by the late King 
Kalakaua, should have something moie 
than their titles, and. a^ Kapiol.mi has 
had two strokes of paralysis, and as her 
nephews, who are her favorites, would be 
the heirs of her estate, she preferred to 
turn the property over to them while she 
is alive

Lord Coleridge's Umbrella Decision. 


K I N G KAMEHAMEHA I. 


The law as Uj umbiellas was settled 


once loi all by Lord Coleridge in a lead- 
int- Knghsh case. His lordship held: 


" Umbrellas properly considered are 


a part of the atmospheric or meteorologi- 
cal condition, and, as sin.li, there can be 
no iiidivK'u:'! property right in them. In 
Sampson \ >. Thompson defendant was 
charged v\ith standing on plaintiff's front 
steps during a storm and thereby soaking 
uj) a large qtiantit} of lain to which plain- 
tiff was entitled. But the court held that 
the rain was any man's ram, no matter 
where it fell. 
Jt follows, therefore, that 


the umbrella is any man's umbrella. In 
all ages rain and umbrellas have gone to- 
gether, and theie is no reason why they 
should be separated in law. An umbrella 
may, under certain circumstances—the 
chief of which is possession—take on the 
attributes of personal property, just as if 
a mar. set .1 tub and catch a quantity of 
rain water, that rain water will be con- 
sideied as his personal belonging while it 
is in his tub 
But if the sun evaporate 


the water and it is rained down again, 
or if the tub be upset and the water 
spilled, then the attribute of personal 
ownership instantly disappears. 
So if a 


man hold his umbrella in his hand it may 
be considered a personal belonging, but 
the moment it leaves his hand it returns 
to the great, general, indivisible, common 
stock of umbrellas, whither the law will 
not attempt to pursue it." 


So far as we know there has never been 


a successful appeal from this decision.— 
Chicago News.

that prompt the filibusterer to 


take risks .such as arc rarely equalled on 
the bloodiest battle-field. 
On account 


of its proximity to Cuba the Florida coast 
furnishes the points of departure for the 
majority of the expeditions that sail for 
that island with men or munitions of war. 
These expeditions engage a large part of 
the public attention in Jacksonville. Many 
Cubans live here, and here also reside the 
families of the men who risk their lives in 
such reckless attempts. A race is always 
highly exciting when the penalty for its 
loss is death, and the excitement is more 
intense with those to whom the men are 
well known. 


The sums paid for a successful landing 


in Cuba of men or supplies for the insur- 
gents varies from six thousand to ten 
thousand dollars. 
This is about five 


times as much as 
would be paid in 
time of peace, and 
it would be natural 
to suppose that one 
of these boats hav- 
ing made a half 
d o z e n 
successful 


trips, would place 
its owner in com- 
f o r t a b l e circum- 
stances : but so far 
no one has grown 
rich from the busi- 
ness, and those wiio 
have been engaged 
in it seem to be no 
better off financially 
than they were be- 
fore. 
As a matter 


of fact, they have 
made 
little 
clear 


money, though the 
expeditions 
h a v e 


generally been suc- 
cessful. 
That they 


have so gcncially 
escaped seems won- 
derful when the na- 
ture of the dangers 
that thev hive faced 
is considered. It is 
surprisingthat none 
of them has fallen 
into the hands of 
the Spaniaids. 


The coast of Cuba 


is closely patrolled. 
Spain has cruisers 
in

that are swifter than

en- 


gaged in filibuster- 
ing. 
Arriving in 


the 
darkness, an 


cxpedifion m i g h t 
land, and in one in- 
stance at least one 
did land under the 
guns of a fort and in range of the bat- 
teries of a war-ship. 
If captured, the 


filibusterers would have no hope of mercy, 
though it is not likely that the Spaniards 
would take them at all. It is much more 
probable that thev would send the filibus- 
tering .-hip to the bottom, where its crew 
could tell no tales. The ship and crew 
would merely be " missing," and all in- 
ternational complications would thus be 
avoided. The fate of Captain Frye and 
the crew of the Virginius warns these 
men as to what they should expect if 
captured. 


This is Spain's way. It is not the way 


of other nations. During the war between 
the Northern and Southern States block- 
ade runners were frequently captured, 
Their officers and crews were in no dan- 
ger of death after capture. They were 
held for a time as prisoners of war, and 
in some instances were liberated after a 
short confinement. 
The cases are sim- 


ilar. 
What is now termed a " filibus- 


terer " is generally not one in the exact 
meaning of the word. Many of the expe- 
ditions have carried only arms and am- 
munition to the Cubans, and it is not 
conceded that any regularly organized 
armed expedition has ns yet been con- 
veyed to the island. Blockade runner, or 
filibusterer. however, death would follow 
capture. 


But the risk of capture is tint the only 


one that the filibusterer incurs. The dan- 
gers of shipwreck are also great. 
The 


expeditions approach the island at night 
—the darker the night the better. They 
cannot pick their weather. 
They must 


take storm as well as calm. They rarely 
have pilots familiar with the coast, and 
they cannot seek harbors where vessels 
of legitimate commerce find shelter. They 
enter some cove distant from the towns. 


and, if any of their arrangements mis- 
carry, they are likely to miss the Cubans 
who arc to meet them and receive the 
supplies. This would detain them longer 
in Cuban waters and increase their risks. 


Of course the officers and crew of a 


filibusterer are paid 
more 
than they 


would be if engaged in less hazardous

mate receives one hundred dollars per 
month, oilers and firemen twenty-five, and 
the crew twenty dollars each. 
As a trip 


usually occupies about two weeks, it will 
be seen that the pay for the risk is from 
four to five times the usual amount re- 
ceived, and that the men on board risk 
their lives for sums ranging between 
forty and two hundred and fifty dollars. 


In addition to this the Cubans are ac- 


customed to give ten dollars to each man 
who goes ashore assisting in the unload- 
ing of the cargo and so little does the 
fear of capture weigh against the love of 
money and the fascination of danger that 
it is difficult to keep enough of the crew 
on board to take care of the boat while its 
cargo is being landed. 
Everv man is 


anxious to go ashore and get his reward. 


But the filibusterers have thus far suc- 


ceeded in escaping all dangers from the 
Spaniards and. in spite of the high sala- 
ries and wages paid, the officers nnd crew 
would have pocketed large promts from 
the business, but for the fact that thev 
had to settle accounts with the United 
State? government on their return. Hero 
was a danofjr that they could not escape 
except through the courts—and it tnkes 
time and monev to reach a indicia' de- 
cision. 
The owners of the boats hnve 


had their boats seized aeriin and nenin 
and detained from attending to their le- 
gitimate business: for both the Jackson- 
ville boats were tugs engaged in towing 
vessels over the St. To,..is har. Thev have 
also been "nsrassed by suits for the for- 
feiture of their boats, and the 
officers 


and crews have been prosecuted on their 
return. No one has been convicted, and 
no boat has been forfeited: and there is 
really little danger of conviction or for- 
feiture. Public sentiment is with the Cu- 
bans and public sympathy with the ac- 


tions to attack Spain, and they claim that 
the Federal government is liable for any 
damages caused by the seizure and de- 
tention of the vessels. 
Suits will be 


brought to recover the amounts claimed 
as damages, ?nd the litigation is likely to 
last for many years. 
If the filibusterers 


win, 
they will get their greatest profits 


from Uncle Sam's strong-box, but their 
great grand children are more likely to 
profit by it than thev are. 


Sympathy with Cuba and all alleged 


filibusterers is such an overwhelming sen- 
timent in Florida that it is practically im- 
possible to secure a grand jury that will 
indict any man so accused. In this con- 
nection an amusing storv is told at the 
expense of Dr. John C. L'Engle, of 
Jacksonville, a well-known capitalist and 
tow-boat owner. 
He was a member of 


the Federal grand iurv late in 1896. and. 
of course, threw all his influence in the 
inry-room against the bringing in of any 
indictments against alleged filibusterers. 
Tie was suspected of having a financial 
interest in some of the expeditions to 
Cuba, past and contemplated, hut this 
circumstance apparcntlv " cut no ice" 
until an old darkey, also on the grand 
jury, exhibited an unusual dcf'^c of in- 
terest in the cncc of a Colored "'oman 
charged with a serious offense. He pro- 
tested loudly against indicting her, and 
insisted that the information filed against 
her was false—a case of persecution.

Dr. L'Engle is said 
to have remarked, turning toward the 
negro. " Are you related to her in anv 
way. or has she any claim upon you? If 
so, then you have no right to sit in 
judgment upon her case in the grand 
jury-room."

<• "Massachusetts Official. 


Boston, April 16.—"What will probably 


be considered, the most interesting fea- 
ture" of the latest number of the Massa- 
chusetts labor bulletins is that portion 
which deals v.-lth the effect of southern 
competition on the northern mills. Mr. 
"Wadlln's nguren do not bear out the 
statements of the mill rron. For in- 
stance, instead of the cotton Industry of 
Massachusetts declining In the face of 
comjifttiilQn, as might be expected, Mr. 
Wadlin s'&ya the Industry ia rapidly ex- 
tending. 


The value of cotton goods made in 


Massachusetts in 1S90 amounted to $100,- 
S03.882. This is far In excess of the 
amount produced in any of the other 
states, Georgia leading the southern 


(feroup with a total product of $12,085,629, 
South Carolina next with a product of 
$9,800,798, and North Carolina next, with 
la product of $9,663,443. 


The proximity of the southern mills 


to the cetton fields is largely offset by 
higher freight rates and other factors, 
so that no great difference Is to be seen 
In the price of cotton at the mill, while 
the southern mills are a great distance 
from the centers of distribution of the 
product, and they are also further away 
from the sources whence machinery and 
supplies must be obtained. That prof ts 
are never again to be had in the Industry 
In Massachusetts, and that wages are to 
be reduced permanently ia improbable. 
That Massachusetts will ever lower the 
conditions that have been fixed, not 
merely by law, but by public sentiment, 
for the employment of women and chil- 
dren, and for the sanitation of factories, 
is equally improbable. 


In his conclusions, Mr. Wadlin says: 


"That profits are never again to be had 
In the Industry in Massachusetts, or that 
•svages are to be reduced permanently, 
Is Improbable. That Massachusetts will 
ever lewer the conditions that have been 
fixed, not merely by law but by public 
sentiment, for the employment of women 
Jand children, and for the sanitation of 
factories, is equally improbable. The In- 
dustry In Massachusetts will conform 
to new conditions. It will abandon cer- 
tain kinds of goods, which cannot be 
profitably made; it will extend the out- 
put of others and cheapen production by 
improvements in machinery and proc- 
esses. Some capital may be with- 
drawn in certain lines and diverted to 
other Industries, or may even go south, 
as In a few Instances It has already. 
New capital will be invested In other 
branches of the Industry, a* during the 
(J-ast year. New equipment and new 
economics of management will be in- 
troduced, and thus, gradually, the In- 
dustry in each section will take the form 
to which It is best adapted." 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, April 10.—Governor Wolcott 


sent a message to the legislature yes- 
terday afterneen 
recommending an 


emergency appropriation of $500,000 to 
increase the eAdeney of the state mil- 
itia. 
A bill was pr&mptly framed em- 


bodying th* recommendations 
of the 


governor, and was referred to the proper 
committee. 
Then it was reported back, 


and under suspension 
of the rules, 


passed both branches and became a law. 
It required only 24 minutes to transact 
this legislation. 


The ways and mean* committee re- 


ported an appropriation of $69,000 for the 
Worcester luttatlc hospital, 
$20,000 of 


which shall be for a new administration 
building, and $11,900 for a new kitchen; 
also an appropriation of $69,930 for the 
Tewksbury almshouse, of whleh $50,000 
Is for a hospital for cehjum^tlves; 
"ought not to pass" on the appropriation 
for illuminating the dome and lantern 
of the state house, and for improvements 
In the state house grounds. 


Mr. Crouch of Northampton had dis- 


charged from the orders the bill relative 
to the exemption of the property of 
widows of Midlers or sailers frem taxa- 
tion.

I have seen 
this depredator en tor the small hive, drag 
out the queou and £y away with her to 
tho -woods" (page 52). Soiae of the species 
of the genus Polistes store up honey which 
is poisonous, from the fact that it has beon 
collected from poisonous flowers. They 
are found in South America, where also 
species of the genus Chartergns occur— 
wnsps tnat make a very remarkable and 
tough nest, with funnel shaped combs in- 
eido, arranged one inside of another, nest 
fashion, but not in contact except at their 
points of suspension. At the apexes of 
these cones occur the apertures of entrance 
for the inmates to pass up among the con- 
ical tiers.—Popular Science Monthly.

THE AVERAGE HOUSE. 


Fat Himaclf In Another's Place.

Importance of tittle Things In Building 


a Dwelling—Arrangement of the Doors 
and Windows—Diolufcctant Qualities of 
Pure Air aud tbe Sun. 


Tho site of your now home selected and 


tho plumbing decided upon in its general 
characteristics, the attention should next 
be turned to the subject of ventilation. 
Great euro has already been exercised in 
order to have tho air in the house pure, 
but still further consideration of detail is 
neoeesary. , 


Tho amount of air required for an adult 


EO that the atmosphere may be frea from 
any odor is not less than 3,000 cubic feet 
per hour, and this foot alone shows that in 
crowded localities or oven in good sized 
bnt ill constructed rooms the problem of 
proper and effectual ventilation ie one not 
readily solved. The forces which act are, 
first, diffusion; second, the wind and, 
third, the difference in weight between 
masses of air ct unequal temperature. Ar- 
tificial ventilation is effected in two waya 
—first, extraction, when the air is extracted 
from the room or building by means of 
heat, steam jots, pumps, faus, etc., and, 
second, by propulsion, when air is driven 
in to expel the air already in the room and 
Is generally carried in by means of a fan 
Inclosed in a box which can be worked by 
hand, horse, water or steam power. In 
tbe absence of all mechanical appliances 
the air of tbe room is changed by means of 
windows, tbe chimney and any chinks 
created by imperfectly fitted doors and 
sashes. These imperfections afford poor 
persons better ventilation even in winter 
than they are otherwise likely to enjoy. 


\Vith tbe outside air pure it is an easy 


matter to keep that of tbe bouse ID a like 
condition during tbe summer months, for 
doors and windows are all left open, but 
in cold weather tbe problem of fresh, pure 
air in all tbe rooms of tbe bouse all the 
time without too great an exposure to cold 
is one that requires thought and may de- 
mand a sacrifice on tbe altar of artistic 
effect In the first place tbo windows and 
doors should be so arranged as to permit 
of a thorough change of air in a few min- 
utes. This may seem a small matter, but 
in the winter it is not desirable to have 
tbe bouse chilled and made uncomfortable 
for tbe inhabitants lor any length of time. 
It impedes the work or pleasure of the day 
and is liable to result in colds if nothing 
more serious, and a room not well aired 
Is quite as serious in its results as a cold 
one, though they are not so easily trace- 
able to their causes, nor are they as imme- 
diate in their effects. All bedrooms and 
bathrooms should have direct communica- 
tion with the outer air. A tiny court, the 
air of which must do dutr in at least half 
a dozen similar rooms, does not contain 
enough pure air to cleanse a room as it 
should be cleansed. In the first place there 
is not sufficient circulation to remove the 
poisoned air and replace it by that that is 
purified to supply the rooms as' quickly 
and abundantly ae they should be supplied. 


Bedrooms, bathrooms and sitting rooms 


should have plenty of air and sunlight, 
and, except in very warm weather, no ef- 
fort should be made to shade them from 
tbe sun's rays. This may fade the carpets 
and draperies, but it will put oolor into 
the eboeks of tbe household's members, a 
ring in their voices and a gladness and 
sparkle into tbeir eyas that are worth f ai 
more than the most priceless upholstery 
that ever was made. It is well to remark 
here that in buying the furnishings for tha 
bouse it is wise to select them with a view 
to tbe effect* of tbe sun on them as well as 
contact with wt&r or bard usage. 


Again, the ceilings should not be so high 


that tbe windows would look ungainly ii 
tbe two should meet, and the windows 
should b* so designed that they reach to 
within a few inches of the ceiling. Tb« 
heie'tof tbo looms should not be less than 
nine feet and should rarely exceed 12, this 
to make them accessible to tbe housemaid 
for fr«Qn«nt ol«at>iog, for fapilitlea foi 
gleaning should bo ever ib th6 mind ol 
both builder and furnisher. Tbe windows 
Khquld go to within a few inches of tbe 
celling, and tbe cashes should not be too 
Weighty to be moved with ease. 
This 


height of the windows it ntocseary to pre- 
vent the accumulation of stale ai* at tbe 
top of tbe room. When tbe walls extend 
far above tbe window tops, It is a difficult 
matter to change tbe air tbere, and it is 
tbere that tbe vitiated air acoftmulntes, for 
it is usually warmer than tbe outside ail 
and bas therefore a tendency to rise. If it 
can escape, ite place will be taken by the 
pure air which when the doors and win- 
Obwi are closed gets into tbe room through 
tbe chinks aiound thein. AD open chim- 
ney, even without a fire, i»«a good thing 
to nave in tbe common sitting room, and 
ona bedroom at least should be provided 
With one to be need in caie of illness, foi 
it is a m(tfi effectual weans of ventilation 
when a constant change of air is needed. 


Tbe rooms of a bou«e should be thor- 


oughly aired at least once a day. As many 
doors and. windows as posiible should be 
thrown widely epen for about an boor eacb 
morning, and rooms tbat are much occu- 
pied durl&g tbe day should be-atred at fro- 
Ojuent intervals Hit a fMr minutes at a 
time. Thlg can be done when tbe family 
is at meals or engaged in •ofne otber part 
of tbe bouse. A second and more quiet 
method is to admit fresh air constantly by 
keeping tbe windows always open at tbe 
top. It is wise to air tbe sleeping rooms 
before retiring at night, and they should 
be kept open a little all night long, the 
amount ot fresh air admitted depending 
upon tbe outside temperature. 


A piece of cotton cloth hung over tbe 


opening, » board Inserted or, better still, 
a screen should be used to protect the oc- 
cupant of tbe rooin from drafts. Upon 
leaving tbe rooms in the morning tbe bed* 
ding should be thrown over a dhair, tbe 
windows opened wide, and tbe closet door 
also should be opened tbat the disinfectant 
action of the air Juay perform its work in 
•11 places. 


In summer the bathroom window should 


be kept open from the top and bottom 
during every hour of the 94, and in winter 
it should be opened often.—Buffalo Ex-

One of tho erroneous impressions that 


Americans have before they try shop- 
ping in London is that things are re- 
markably cheap there, and when they 
aro set right Ly actual experience with 
the fabhioiublo dressmakers and haber- 
dufiherd they get a second mistaken idea 
that Euyli&h tradesmen are extraordi- 
narily uncivil. Thid all arises from ther 
different ciutoms that govern retail 
business in the two countries. In Amer- 
ica \vo pay cash for goods or settle our 
accouutt monthly. In England, how-, 
ever, accounts are supposed to be ren- 
dered quarterly, and it has frequently 
happened that because some patrons 
bavo a social prominence that gives their 
trade value as an advertisement the 
shopkeeper bas al]6v?ed their accounts 
to run for three and four years. Other 
patrons have demanded the same privi- 
leges and have abused them, and the re- 
sult is that to compensate for interest ou 
money owing by solvent debtors and for 
the sums lost through those who never 
pay the tradesman charges a goodly 
profit on all his goods, and the prices 
are accordingly high. On the other 
band, American women shopping abroad 
eeera to be bargain mad, and their ef- 
forts to beat down prices inspire tha 
tradesman with much the same feeling 
that a well trained butler experiences 
when his nouveau riohe master econo- 
mizes on his wines. In fact, looking for 
bargains in Bond street is folly.—Sao.

I)ooember night of 1601, when charming 
Mistress Saundcrson, as Ophelia, expressed 
her love In earnest to the ambitious young 
Unrolot of the night, the eloquent Better- 
ton. She waa beautiful and eho was pure; I 
ho was handsome and ho was upright!. We 
juay bo sure their mutual adoration waa , 
not forgottfti in the talk of tho pit between 
> 


tho acts as the orange girls ran hither and 
thither to receive with a smile the tap- | 
plugs under the chin while their wares , 
wero bought and as the fine ladles in the 
boxes welcomed tho amorous glances of 
ardent swains around them. 


"Miss Saunderson, through Davenant, 


had received tho traditions of Ophelia's' 
impersonation by the hoy actresses before 
tbo revolution, but noter before her day 
hod a woman essayed the role. The ab- 
surdity of maioullne actresses, even if a 
common and accepted sight, must some- 
times have caused a gay laugh when odd 
situations were created. Imagine, if pos- 
sible, merry Charles II keeping a sober 
face when, after bo had become impatient 
over the delay in beginning 'Hamlet' and 
had sent tho Karl of Rochester behind the 
scenes to ascertain the reason, he was sol- 
arnnly informed tbat the 'queen was not 
quite shaved.1 


"'Oddsfishl' cried the king, appreciat- 


ing tho point. 'I beg her majesty's par- 
don. We'll wait till her barber has done 
with her.' 


"As this first Hamlet after the restora- 


tion really loved bis Ophelia, BO the second 
great Hamlet, Barton Booth, appeared 
with an Ophelia whose winning behavior 
mode him a elavo to love and whose wise 
conduct broke him from the slavery of 
Bacchus. A beautiful woman was Mrs. 
Booth, according to the discriminating 
verdict of the younger Clbber; lovely in 
countenance, delicate in form, and, morn- 
over, pleasing as an actress. In early life 
she had been a dancer, and a good dan- 
cer." 


UNCLE SAM'S JEWEL BOX. 


Precious Stones In the Treasury Vaults IB 


Washington. 


At Was&lngton, in the bond vault of the 


treasury, is a great store of diamonds and 
other precious stones that belong to no- 
body. Most of them have been in tho cus- 
tody of the officials for about 60 years, but 
some of the gems have been there much 
longer, and their history rests mainly on 
hazy tradition. 


There Is a bottle four or five inches long 


filled with diamonds, there ate various 
other loose stones, and there are many set 
in gold ornaments. The value of the whole 
lot la variously estimated, the computa- 
tions ranging from |BO,000 to |10d,MO. 


Most of these gems were seat as a pr^- 


ent to President Van Buren by the Imaun 
of Muscat in 1880. This Asitfn potentate 
conceived the idea that he had received 
gome service from this country, and this 
was his way of acknowledging his obliga- 
tion. President Tan Buren could not ao- 
pept them, for there is a clause In the con- 
stitution forbidding any person connected 
with tho government from accepting any 
present or decoration from any foreign 
power or ruler. 


But the oriental's present could not be 


returned. He would look upon tbat as an ' 
Insult. 80 at last the jewels were turned 
over to the treasury to keep till something 
was done about them, and*, nothing ever 
has been done. 


In similar ways has the entire oollettlon 


accumulated. Kings and princes are fre- 
quently not as familiar with the constitu- 
tion of the United States as they should 
bo, and government officers of various 
grades have sent here gifts they have re-, 
ceived and found it Inconvenient to return :
